232. laws of 1D07, known as tho com­ 
modity rate law, pending th** decision 
of the rate cases on the merits. 
Attorney General Young, however, 
being anxious to test Judge Lochren’s 
theory, has placed himself deliberate­ 
ly in contempt by bringing mandamus 
proceedings to compel the Northern 
Pacific 
railroad to 
adopt Hie 
pre­ 
scribed commodity freight rates. Ju d g e 
Bunn of the district court of Ramsey 
county allowed the attorney general’s 
petition 
for an alternative 
writ of 
mandamus, which directs the North­ 
ern Pacific railroad Officials to show’ 
cause at special term of the district 
court 
Saturday, Oct. 
5, why 
they 
should not be compelled to adopt the 
ratps In question and In all other re­ 
spects comply with the provisions of 
chapter 232. 
Would Test the Injunction. 
The Injunction issued 
out of the 
federal court undoubtedly will he a 
sufficient answer 
to the alternative 
writ 
of mandamus. 
The attorney 
general does not expect that the dis­ 
trict court will order the respondents 
to &ive effect to the rates in question 
while the 
federal injunction 
is In 
force. 
His object 
is to test the va­ 
lidity of that injunction, not in the 
state courts, but in the only tribunal 
compt if nt to render an ultimate de­ 
cision, the supreme court of the Unit- I 
ed States. 
Mr. Young’s object Is to get himself 
United 
arrested for contempt and then sue 
out a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
How, 
Butler & Mitchell, attorneys for the 
respondent 
railroad 
company, said 
that .they had not decided what action, 
if any, will he taken in respect to this 
move 
of the attorney general. 
Mr. 
Young probably will he cited to ap­ 
pear before Judge 
Lochren to show 
cause why he should not he adjudged 
in contempt for violating the injunc­ 
tion 
by beginning 
mandamus 
pro­ 
ceedings. 
The court will probably ad­ 
judge him in contempt and sentence 
him to imprisonment or to pay a fine. 
I If a fine is Imposed by the court in­ 
stead of imprisonment 
the attorney 
general will accomplish his purpose by 
breaking into jail, or at. least getting 
into the custody of the marshal, which 
technically is the same thing, by re­ 
fusing to pay the fine. He will then 
apply for a writ of habeas corpus and 
when this is denied he will appeal to 
tie United States supreme court.

ii]) to June 20, last, aggregating $6,- 
504,000. 
All of the stock of the New 
York City Railway company Is held 
by the 
Metropolitan Securities com­ 
pany. The New York City Railway 
com] any is lessee of the Metropolitan 
Str< et Railway company, which ope­ 
rates poetically all 
of the 
surface 
lines on Manhattan Island. The New 
York 
City city company, 
as lessee, 
guarantees to pay 
the Metropolitan 
Street Railway company stockholders 
7 per cent dividends annually on their 
shares. 
The Metropolitan lines have 
not earned this dividend, there1 having 
been a deficit every year since 1902. 
It has been known for some time 
that tin* interests identified with the 
traction service were discussing the

Wisconsin Lumber Merchant Convict­ 
ed of Manslaughter in Chicago. 
Chicago, Sept. 25.—Amasa C. Camp­ 
bell, a wealthy lumber merchant of 
Antigo, Wis., who killed Dr. Benjamin 
F. Harris in the Stock Exchange build­ 
ing here last winter, was found guilty 
of manslaughter by a jury in Judge 
Will des’ court here Tuesday night. Ae- 
comanying the verdict was a recom­ 
mendation by the jury that the pun­ 
ishment be fixed 
at one year in tho 
penitentiary, the minimum penalty al­ 
lowed 
by 
law. 
The 
finding 
was 
reached after eight hours of discus­ 
sion 
in 
the Juryroom. Twice 
the 
twelve men asked 
for additional In­ 
structions from 
the court and once 
they asked to he released, declaring 
that they could not agree. 
The first word from the Jurors, who 
retired to consider the fate of Camp­ 
bell at IO o’clock In the morning, was 
a query during the afternoon as to 
whether they could fix the punishment 
if they found a verdict of manslaugh 
ter. To this Judge 
Windes replied 
that they could recommend mercy and 
that their recommendation would be 
taken into consideration by the par­ 
don board. 
At 5 o’clock the Jury re 
ported a disagreement, but were in­ 
duced to continue their efforts. 
An 
hour later the finding was announced 
Campbell declined 
to discuss the 
verdict and left the courtroom with 
the guard without speaking.

Prosecution Opens Case Against Idaho 
Senator. 
Bo! \ Ida . Sept. 25.—A jury to try 
States Senator-Elect W. E. 
Horah on a charge or conspiracy to 
defraud the government out of public 
ands was completed Tuesday after­ 
noon in the United States court. The 
opening address to the jury on behalf 
of the United States was made at the 
afternoon Hosston 
by Mr. Burch of 
Detroit, special representative of the 
attorney general of the United States. 
He dwelt at length on the details of 
the Charges set 
forth in the indict­ 
ments—that of conspiracy to defraud 
the government out of timber lands by 
inducing 
persons to make 
false en­ 
tries—and asserted that the prosecu­ 
tion was without malice, but would be 
carried out without fear or favor to 
the end that 
no guilty man should 
escape. 
Mr. Burch 
declared that 
Former 
Governor Frank Steunenberg was one 
of the leading members of tin* con­ 
spiracy and had openly stated that he 
was interested 
in obtaining timber 
lands 
by causing 
others to 
enter 
claims for his 
benefit. 
He induced 
others to go in with him—one of those 
approached being the present govern- 
oi of Idaho, Frank Gooding. 
There 
could 
he no 
reflection on 
Goveror 
Gooding, Mr. Burch quickly added, be­ 
cause 
he 
turned his 
hack 
on the 
scheme and declined to go Into it.

Washington, Sept. 25.—There will 
be no difficulty in securing ample coal 
for the 
use of tile Atlantic 
bat 
tleship fleet on its voyage to the Pa­ 
cific, judging by the proposals for sup­ 
plying that fuel in the bids opened at 
the bureau of equipment of the navy 
department Tuesday. 
A 
large num­ 
ber of proposals were presented, most 
of 
them for transporting 
American 
coal to be purchased by the navy de­ 
partment, although there were also a 
number of firms who offered to con­ 
tract for delivering Welsh admiralty 
coal.

“The stat ire at In the circular let­ 
ter issued bv Mr. Fish to the stock­ 
holders and published Tuesday that

Illinois Central 
accounts have 
been padded or in any way manipu­ 
lated is absolutely untrue. 
He knows 
that there has been no change what­ 
ever in the relations of the Illinois 
Central with tho Union 
Pacific and 
Southern 
Pacific. 
The 
resolutions 
presented by him some weeks ago to 
the board of directors making these 
charges were referred to the account­ 
ing, traffic and operating officers and 
their reports, which were transmitted 
by me to the* board of directors, show7 
that tim charges were utterly ground­ 
less and that the accounts have been 
kept precisely as they were under Mr. 
Fish’s administration and that the re- J 
tattoos with all connecting lines are | 
the same 
as before his retirement. 
His reference to alleged domination 
by Union Pacific is merely an effort 
to play upon what he supposes to he 
current prejudice to further his own 
interest and should not deceive any­ 
one. 
“The attack made by Mr. Fish upon 
the character of his fellow directors 
and upon the 
operating, accounting 
and traffic 
officers of the 
company 
warrants a full statement to the stock­ 
holders of the reasons why Mr. Fish 
was not entrusted with the continued 
management of the property. 
I en­ 
close herewith copy 
of a letter ad­ 
dressed by eight directors of the com­ 
pany to Mr. Fish under date of Nov. 
7, 1906, setting'forth specifically some 
of the reasons why they would not 
vote for his re-election as president. 
There were other reasons of a con­ 
trolling character which were referred 
to in general terms, 
but out of con­ 
sideration 
for 
Mr. Fish 
were 
not 
specifically mentioned in that letter. 


Loaned Himself Money. 
The most conspicuous of these is that 
while Mr. Fish was president of your 
company and as such the virtual cus­ 
todian of its treasury, 
he loaned to 
himself as an individual about $1,500,- 
000 from the treasury of the company 
upon security 
of his own selection, 
which proved to be inadequate and 
unmarketable. 
Mr. Fish being unable 
to repay the loan or to satisfactorily 
secure it, there were various consulta­ 
tions among his friends on the board 
of directors and negotiations designed 
for tho payment of the indebtedness 
and the protection of the credit of the 
company as well as Mr. Fish’s reputa­ 
tion. 
“After it was demonstrated that Mr. 
Fish was unable to reimburse 
the 
company a director Individually loaned 
him the money necessary to repay the 
company. 
In 
order 
to secure 
this 
loan Mr. Fish pledged not only the 
unmarketable collateral 
above men­ 
tioned, hut 
also conveyed 
Ills resi­ 
dence in the city of New York and his 
undivided interest in the estate of the 
late Hamilton Fish. 
Out of considera­ 
tion for 
Mr. Fish such conveyances 
were not placed on record. 
The di­ 
rector making the loan carried it for 
several years until Mr. Fish was able 
to 
liquidate 
It. 
Furthermore, 
Mr. 
Fish, who was a member of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Trust Com­ 
pany of the Republic and was very ac­ 
tive in its affairs, deposited a large 
amount of money of the Illinois Cen­ 
tral Railroad company In that com­ 
pany after its credit was seriously im­ 
paired, and although 
this was ulti­ 
mately collected the process required 
several months and during that time 
the risk was a cause of grave anxiety 
to the directors. Moreover, he loaned 
to the president 
of tho Trust Com­ 
pany 
of 
the Republic 
individually 
money of the Illinois Central Railroad 
company upon 
inadequate security, 
with the result that the railroad com­ 
pany was unable to collect the entire 
amount and suffered a loss. 
“It is due to the officers and direc­ 
tors whose motives and conduct have 
been Impunged and to the stockhold­ 
ers to whom Mr. Fish has addressed 
an appeal based upon 
his charges 
that these facts should be known.” 
The totter appended 
to the state­ 
ment of Mr. Harahan was addressed 
to Mr. Fish as president of the com­ 
pany. 
it declared 
that Fish 
broke 
faith with the other directors and pre­ 
vented majority rule in affairs of the 
road and also that 
Fish violated an 
agreement, arrived af for the purpose 
of Obviating discord in the directorate, 
and misused proxies that wen placed 
In his hands as a result eft the agree­ 
ment.

In 1990 the Waters-Pierce Oil com­ 
pany was prohibited from doing busi­ 
ness In Texas under the anti-trust law 
because 
of 
its relations 
with 
the 
Standard. 
The 
Waters-Fierce 
com­ 
pany was reorganized and the stock 
held by tho Standard was sold. 
Tes­ 
timony had previously been adduced 
that Charles Pratt, 
secretary of the 
Standard, bought the stock and held 
it 
in tho Standard’s Interests. 
Mr. 
Hampton testified 
Tuesday that ho 
had sent each year accountants to the 
Waters-Pierce Oil company to audit 
the hooks at the request of the offi­ 
cers 
of tho company. 
Mr. 
Kellogg 
produced a letter sent by tho witness
